Dr.  Cutshall  Speaks 
To  College  Group 

“European  Tensions”  Theme 
Of  Talk 


Dr.  E.  Guy  Cutshall  of  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  spoke  to  the  college  as¬ 
sembly  last  Tuesday  morning,  October 
25,  on  the  subject  “European  Tensions 
and  American  Neutrality.” 

Educator  and  Traveler 
Dr.  Cutshall  has  served  as  president 
of  West  Virginia  Wesleyan  College, 
president  of  Iliff  School  of  Theology, 
and  chancellor  of  Nebraska  Wesleyan 
University.  During  the  past  year  he  has 
traveled  and  studied  abroad  and  has 
just  recently  returned  to  the  United 
States  to  report  his  observations  on 
international  trends.  His  speech  last 
Tuesday  was  well  marked  by  evidence 
of  his  first-hand  information,  and  he 
was  well  received  by  the  student  audi¬ 
ence. 

Professor  Addresses  J.J.C. 

On  October  18  Dr.  Wilson  L.  God- 
shall  spoke  to  the  assembly  on  the  Far- 
Eastern  question.  He  listed  the  lia¬ 
bilities  and  assets  of  both  China  and 
Japan  and  gave  his  thoughts  as  to  the 
probable  outcome.  Referring  to  China's 
present  outlook,  he  said,  “It  is  only 
when  the  night  is  dark  that  the  stars 
begin  to  shine,”  Dr.  Godshall  gave  the 
Chinese  the  brightest  hope  for  final 
victory  or  favorable  compromise. 

Sponsored  by  Rotary 
The  speaker  of  last  Tuesday  gave  the 
fourth  and  last  of  the  series  of  ad¬ 
dresses  sponsored  by  the  Rotary  Club 
of  Joliet.  The  junior  college  can  be 
grateful  to  the  club  for  making  pos¬ 
sible  a  greater  insight  into  internation¬ 
al  problems  and  conditions.  It  is  thru 
this  sort  of  medium  that  we  can  feel 
the  good  effects  of  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  the  junior  college  and  local 
civic  bodies.

Africa  Subject  Of 
Scientist’s  Talk 
At  Pay  Assembly 

On  November  1  the  second  of  a  series 
of  ten  cent  assemblies  will  be  given. 
The  speaker  for  this  affair  will  be 
Joseph  E.  Elliott,  engineer,  lecturer, 
and  world  traveler,  who  will  talk  on 
“Where  Human  Leopards  Prowl.” 

Mr.  Elliott  and  another  scientist  were 
commissioned  to  make  a  survey  of 
population  and  natural  resources  in  the 
Gio  Mano  section  of  the  Liberian  Hin¬ 
terland.  This  region  is  on  the  West 
African  coast  and  has  been  called  “The 
White  Man’s  Grave  Yard.”  While  here 
he  made  a  study  of  the  secret  societies 
of  the  different  groups  of  natives,  in¬ 
cluding  the  dreaded  Human  Leopard 
Society,  the  Devil  Bush  and  the  Gri- 
Gri  Bush,  where  young  girls  are  in¬ 
carcerated  for  a  period  of  about  four 
years.  Witch  doctors  were  observed 
“making  medicine.” 

Mr.  Elliott  also  includes  in  his  talk 
more  news  about  the  famous  Black 
Magicians,  made  known  to  the  civilized 
world  in  Major  Seabrook’s  book,  “Mag¬ 
ic  on  the  Ivory  Coast.”  These  famous 
African  Hinterland  magicians  are  al¬ 
leged  to  impale  young  girls  on  sabres. 
He  tells  abeut  Queen  Swokoko,  the 
constantly  drugged  queen  who  rules  a 
vest-pocket  country  with  an  iron  hand.

lege  Loan  Fund  as  a  shell  is  to  a 
gun.  Without  the  shell  the  gun  will  not  fire;  without  the  gun 
there  is  nothing  to  fire  with.  So  goes  the  play,  which  is  to  be 
presented  in  the  high  school  auditorium  on  Wed.,  November  9. 

Again  this  year,  as  is  usually  the  case,  students  are  to  aim 
with  the  big  guns.  The  Student  Council  has  made  a  co-chair¬ 
man  for  this  gigantic  sale  of  tickets.  The  chairmen  have  under 
them  a  group  of  others  whose  purpose  is  to  contact  a  list  of 
students  and  distribute  a  number  of  tickets  for  each  to  sell. 

Of  course,  there  are  the  two  general  types  of  students  to 
deal  with.  One  of  them  will  moan  and  growl  because  he  has 
been  handed  four  or  five  tickets  to  sell.  His  attitude  is  one 
such  as  this:  “Well,  what  did  they  ever  do  for  me?  Why  should 
I  run  around  to  try  to  sell  them?

The  money  derived  from 
the  play  is  turned  over  to  the  fund  to  help  graduates  of  Joliet 
Junior  College  to  further  their  education.  Without  the  aid  of 
this  fund,  many  would  be  unable  to  continue  study.  Each  year 
there  are  more  and  more  applicants  for  a  loan,  and  if  the  in¬ 
crease  continues  each  year  there  will  have  to  be  a  larger  net 
proceeds  turned  over  to  the  use  of  the  Loan  Fund  or  else  there 
will  be  many  turned  away.  This  is  the  heart  and  soul  of  the 
college  play  and  is  the  reason  why  we  should  support  it. 

And  so  you  can  see  the  importance  in  there  being  a  full 
house  when  the  curtains  swing  open  on  this  year’s  play,  “Uni¬ 
versal  Alibi.”  With  the  free  ticket  that  you  receive  you  will 
be  able  to  attend,  but  be  sure  that  your  family  and  friends  have 
tickets  so  they  will  not  miss  this  student  performance.

Adam  Kowalczyk  was  elected  chairman 
of  this  group.
